THE CHURCH OF GOD EVANGEL 
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CHURCH VISITATIONS 


It has been my privilege to visit a number of churches 
during the last several weeks. I remember with delight 
iting the Erwin, Tenn., Church of which Rev. W. R. 
Gs is pastor and has been pastor for the last five 
ears. The fact that he has been pastor for five years is a 
compliment within itself, but when I noticed the expan- 
sion program that he and his church have carried out 
by adding a number of Sunday School rooms to the neat 
cobblestone church, as well as making a number of in- 
terior improvements on the auditorium, I found that there 
was more to compliment him and his people than just the 
spirit of unity that had kept them together five years. 
Upon a Sunday night visit with Rev. C. M. Taylor, the 
good pastor of the Johnson City church, from which two 
of our outstanding pastors, in the last two years, have 
been promoted to glory, I found that he was as full of life, 
energy, and ambition for God and His Church as ever. We 
had a wonderful service, in which we engaged in the Lord’s 
supper and feet washing. It was my privilege to wash the 
feet of the uldest member of the church, who is eighty-two, 
as best I remember, and yet my hair is as white as his, (but 
remember, I’m just forty-five). Tne Lord blessed us in 4 
eat measure, In fact, I have never been in a feet-wash- 
* service but what I received a gracious blessing from the 
ord. Since Brother Taylor has been pastoring the John- 
son City Church, they have built a beautiful six-room 
Parsonage, and it was my privilege to spend the night 
with them and enjoy the good meals prepared by his wife. 


On a rainy Sunday morning recently, it was my priv- 
ilege to pinch-hit for the good state overseer of Ten- 
nessee, Rev. A. V. Beaube, in a service with Rev. O. M. 
Bell at Loudon, Tenn. The day was dedicated as home- 
coming day. Six years ago the membership at Loudon was 
worshiping in first one place and another, but since then 
Rev. Clyde Caraway was appointed as pastor and led the 
people in the purchasing of an ideal location and the 
erection of a beautiful block church. His successor, Brother 
O. M. Bell, has done much work on the interior of the 
church; in fact, he has built benches which blend per- 
fectly with the floor and the rostrum. I enjoyed speak- 
ing during the morning service, and despite the rain, the 
building continued to fill up with visitors. I have been in- 
formed that in the afternoon service they raised $96 in

ship at present is forty-five. 
MACON, GEORGIA 

Rev. J. A. Bixler, member of the Editorial and Publi- 
cations Board and pastor of the Macon, Ga., Church, ex- 
tended to me a warm welcome to visit with him and his 
church several weeks ago, but it was not until September 
4 that I had the opportunity of accepting. I was never 
entertained more royally in a home, neither have I 
ever enjoyed preaching to a church and congregation 
more than I did the Macon Church and, of course, where 
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there is a spiritual atmosphere pervading among the mem- 
bers of a church, it is not only a compliment to the mem- 
bers but to the pastor also—it shows spiritual leadership. 
It was my privilege to assign Brother Bixler to the church 
at South Cleveland, Tenn., and the four years he was 
there he led the church in securing a parsonage and build- 
ing one of the most beautiful churches to be found any- 
where. The improvements on the Macon church building 
and the progress he has made with the membership is 
proof of the fact that he is still the energetic, hard work- 
ing pastor that he has always been. 


MISSISSIPPI PRAYER CONFERENCE 


Rev. John L. Byrd, the state overseer of Mississippi, had 
extended to me an invitation to be guest speaker in his 
north Mississippi prayer conference, which included five 
districts. The conference convened the night of September 
13, at the Stonefield church, where Rev. A. D. Gammill 
was the host pastor. I have attended a number of prayer 
conferences, but I have never attended one that was 
planned and conducted better. A number of the ministers 
spoke during the day services on special subjects, and I 
am sure that the state overseer felt anything but dis- 
appointment over the messages. A spirit of unity and co- 
operation pervaded the very atmosphere. Of coures, such 
a condition is always indicative of continued progress and 
success. Rev. T. M. McClendon, a former state overseer of 
Mississippi and present state overseer of Louisiana, brought 
a wonderful message during the convention. Following 
the convention it was my privilege to spend some time 
with Brother Byrd and his good family which was indeed 
a delight. 





THE FIRST SCHOOL OF GOSPEL MUSIC 


The first School of Gospel Music was conducted 
at Lee College, under the supervision of Otis L. 
McCoy and the promotion of A. M. Phillips. They were 
assisted by the following faculty: Marvin P. Dalton, theory 
and harmony; Leonard Saxon and Dewey Yeager, voice; 
Joe Parks, Donald Aultman, Patsy Jacobs, and Annie Mae 
Carroll, piano; Roosevelt Miller, stringed instruments; A. 
T. Humphries, theory; B. C. Robinson, piano tuning. 


The school was favored by an enrollment of 150 students 
from ten states and one foreign country. The interest was 
keen throughout the school, and those attending were 
greatly benefited. Special emphasis, of course, was laid 
on music, yet spirituality was not neglected. Each morning 
at 9 a.m., the school was called together for a fifteen- 
minute devotional period, which ran its normal course, 
until the last morning when God especially blessed in 
the service and sixty-five, young and old, knelt about the 
altar for prayer, and a number received definite spiritual 
experiences and testified to the fact that they were going 
forth from the school to be living examples of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

The closing exercises lasted until twelve o’clock on the 
last night; and the music and singing by the students, as 
well as the special singing groups from far and near, was 
a matter of entertainment and inspiration for all who 
attended. The students left the school with full intention 
to return to the scond term which will be the last three 
weeks of July, 1950.

MARYLAND 

While we were stopped in Hurlock, 
Maryland, to get lunch, we met some 
of the people who were attending the 
Maryland camp meeting. They began 
telling us the good news of how the 
Lord was blessing—that five had 
prayed through to the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost in one night. 

Brother A. M. Phillips, Business 
Manager of the Publishing House, had 
been the speaker for most of the camp 
meeting, and reports were that he had 
been doing some fine preaching, and 
the people were responding and seek- 
ing the Lord and praying through. 
Some said this camp meeting was even 
better than the one last year. 

The year’s work showed increases. 
The increase in number saved for 
eleven months of this year was 26 per 
cent over the same period of last year. 
In the District of Columbia the in- 
crease in number saved was 55 per cent 
over the same period of last year, and 
in Delaware 20 per cent. 

Brother O. C. Crank had made a 
trip to the mission field on his own 
expense and had secured some valu- 
able pictures of the conditions on the 
different mission fields, which he had 
shown around to the churches and 
which he said had been a boost to the 
offerings to missions; also, had been 
enlightening to the people, giving 
them a better knowledge of just what 
conditions were in the mission fields. 


TENNESSEE 

Our next camp meeting and state 
convention was Tennessee (Cleveland), 
under a large tent at night and in the 
Lee College auditorium during the day. 
The attendance was good and a fine 
spirit prevailed in the meeting. 

Brother A. V. Beaube, the state 
overseer, and his committees had ev- 
erything well organized and moving 
smoothly. “This is the greatest camp

meeting ever held in Tennessee.” was 
the expression of many. 

Rev. D. C. Boatwright, state overseer 
of Michigan, was the evening speaker 
and seemed to be equal to the occasion. 
He preached under the anointing of 
the Spirit of the Lord Jesus messages 
that were timely, stirring the hearts of 
sinners, ministers, and laity. 

For eleven months of this Assembly 
year, Tennessee showed a gain of 26 
per cent in number saved over the 
same period of last year; 24 per cent 
in number receiving the Holy Ghost; 
23 per cent in additions to the Church. 

With the largest overseer in the 
Church of God and a large group of 
ministers and lay workers who love 
the Lord, and a great evangelistic 
program, Tennessee marches on, look- 
ing for its greatest year in 1950. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

The next on our schedule was the 
state convention in Beckley, W. Va.; 
however we were unable to fill this 
appointment because of other matters 
that had to be disposed of. But we 
were soon on schedule again, off to 
the Pennsylvania camp meeting and 
state convention, being held on the 
beautiful Edgewood Grove Camp- 
ground in Somerset, Pa. 

In the last four years I have trav- 
eled many thousands of miles by car, 
bus, plane, and train, and have been 
greatly blessed by the Lord in not be- 
ing involved in an accident. But on 
July 31, 1949, we had a new experience. 
We were riding out of Washington, D. 
C., on the west bound Chicago Express, 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. Just before 
we reached Sleepy Creek, W. Va., the 
train jumped the track and four cars 
were derailed, and I was on one of 
those cars. I could hardly describe the 
feeling. The car lunged from the track 
with such a tremendous jolt, and then 
women and children began screaming. 
We looked and felt for the suitcases to 
come pouring down out of the racks in 
the coach, but no one was hurt by the 
few suitcases that did fall. I held tight 
to the seat that was in front of me and 
was not hurt. In fact, none in my 
coach was hurt, only shaken up real 
bad. That was not, however, a camp 


meeting shake up. Our train was on 
the center track and that was all that 
kept our cars from turning over Ea 
bank. In just a short while after 
train stopped, the women and chil- 
dren who had been screaming were 
quieted, but some of them were too 
nervous to get off the train: While we 
were stopped we took pictures of the 
train as it stood and of the track we 
had come over that was completely 
torn up. Cutting loose from four of the 
cars and leaving them, we rode the 
baggage car for an hour and a half. 
The weather was hot and we were 
packed like cattle. We had to keep the 
doors open to have ventilation. Of 
course, there was plenty of dust and 
dirt. We were happy that the Lord had 
spared us; we knew that we could 
find plenty of soap and water. During 
an occasion like this it means so much 
to have the care and protection of the 
Lord Jesus. 

The brethren who met us at nol 
wood said that Pennsylvania was hav- 
ing the best camp meeting in her 
history, Brother Shelton Brock, who 
had resigned his pastorate in Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, to go in the evangelistic 
work, was the evening speaker, and the 
people were responding to his messag- 
es. Sixteen received the Holy Ghost the 
first week. 

Brother Logsdon, state overseer, who 
is loved and respected by the people 
of Pennsylvania, was managing’ the 
camp meeting in a good easy way and 
seemed to be well pleased with his 
work. 

Pennsylvania’s gains for the year 
showed a 27 per cent increase over last 
year in number saved, thirty per cent 
in those receiving the Holy Ghost, and 
twenty-seven per cent in those add 
to the Church. e 

ILLINOIS 

From Pennsylvania we traveled the 
turnpike through the beautiful scenery 
of West Virginia, not over the moun- 
tains but through the mountains, on 
our way to Illinois where the camp 
meeting was in full swing on the old 
campground in Benton. A fine spirit 
was prevailing in the camp. People 
were happy and rejoicing in the Lord. 
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The attendance in the day services 
seemed to be much better and larger 
than last year. Brother M. P. Cross, 
the state overseer, was smiling and 
happy because he had had the cooper- 
ation of the people, and the Lord was 
blessing. 

Brother Houston R. Morehead, state 
overseer of South Carolina, was the 
evening speaker and held an attentive 
audience each night. Several had al- 

dy received the baptism of the Holy 
@::. and many more were seeking 
periences. 

There had been a new dining hall 
built, new rest rooms, two new cottag- 
es, and plans had been drawn for a 
new tabernacle. People were interested 
in improving their property and I am 
sure a program of that kind is very 
welcome. So, in 1950 they will possibly 
have their tabernacle ready for use. 


GEORGIA 

From Illinois our next stop was the 
large tabernacle in Atlanta, Ga., where 
the Georgia camp meeting was in full 
swing, a large crowd in attendance, a 
good spirit, good singing, good fellow- 
ship, good preaching, shouting, re- 
joicing and praising the Lord—an old- 
time Southern camp meeting in full 
swing. 

eorgia takes the lead in increase 

the number saved over the same 
period of last year in the “AA” states, 
this number being 4,255 above the 
number of the same period of last 
year, or an increase of 43 per cent; an 
increase of 28 per cent in number re- 
ceiving the Holy Ghost; and a 39 per 
cent increase in additions to the 
Church. Who was it that called Geor- 
gia the sleeping giant that wakes up 
and puts on her strength? 

Brother E. L. Simmons, the state 
overseer, has spent many years in the 
Church, serving in the different posi- 
tions that were assigned to him, and 
though he has been out of the over- 
seer’s work for awhile, he takes hold 
and carries forward with the responsi- 
bilities of the position just the same. 
With a corps of God-loving, sin-hating 
inisters and laity, as we have in 
eorgia, they can move heavy loads 
when their leaders say, “Let’s go.” 
Considering the financial status of 
Georgia, they took on a tremendous 
undertaking when they purchased 
their campground and built their tab- 
ernacle; but they are coming along 
fine. They made a substantial pay- 
ment on their obligations this year. 
Keep your eye on Georgia. She moves 
forward. 
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OHIO 


Our last convention on this summer 
schedule was Ohio, which was being 
held on the Methodist Campground at 
Lancaster, Ohio. 

Brother J. H. Walker, Executive 
Missions Secretary, and I motored over 
to Lancaster for the last part of the 
convention. Some of the people had 
returned to their homes, but others 
were faithful to stay until the camp 
meeting and convention closed. 

Brother L. C. Heaston was the speak- 
er for the night services, and, as you 
know, Brother Heaston spares nothing 
when he takes the pulpit. God was 
honoring his work, and on Friday 
night before the convention was to 
close on Saturday, we saw about 
thirty-five in the altar, praying and 
seeking God. 

Brother Clark, state overseer, has 
been out of the state-overseer work for 
a few years, but he seems to fall in 
line and get hold of his work and is 
holding the respect of the people in 
Ohio. He has reported a successful year 
in the “Buckeye” state, and com- 
mented on how pleasant it was to work 
with such a fine group of ministers. 

The gains in Ohio show a 13 per 
cent increase in number saved over the 
same period of last year, 17 per cent 
in number receiving the Holy Ghost, 
and 33 per cent in number added to 
the Church, in eleven months. 


CONCLUSION 
There has been a fine spirit of fel- 
lowship and cooperation throughout 
the conventions this year. God has met 
with His people in pouring out His 


Spirit upon them in healings, baptiz- 
ing with the Holy Ghost, and inspira- 
tional preaching of His Word, until 
floods of joy and praise swept over 
the congregations in old-camp-meet- 
ing style. Many of the altar services 
continued until late hours in the 
morning, some all night long. Truly 
this has been a great year for the 
Lord’s work. 

According to reports from the field, 
there have been over 19,000 more peo- 
ple saved in the first eleven months 
of this Assembly year than over the 
same period of last year. There was a 
fine revival spirit in many of the camp 
meetings. Many people prayed 
through. And besides those revivals 
there were many in the local churches 
and new fields between camp meet- 
ings. God is surely visiting His people 
for a purpose. Let us pray that the 
flames of the revival fires may sweep 
farther and farther until every city, 
village, and hamlet has been visited 
with this gospel. We express to you our 
sincere appreciation for your loyalty 
and cooperation in carrying forward 
the work of the Lord this year, mak- 
ing the gains that are reflected in 
reports from the field. Paul said, “We 
are workers together with God.” We 
rejoice with you in what you have 
done through faith and hard work. 

Though the travel of many thou- 
sands of miles during the hot summer 
months becomes tiresome, yet to see 
you happy and encouraged with your 
work, hear your words of cheer and 
comfort, and feel your spirit of coop- 
eration with such a warm fellowship, 
makes it worth while and enjoyable.

The Rev. W. F. Bryant, eighty-six, 
charter member and retired minister 
of the Church of God, which was 
organized in his home in Cherokee 
County, North Carolina, died at his 
home, 930 Poplar Street, Cleveland, 
Tenn., at 2 p.m. September 19, after a 
three months’ illness. 


SURVIVED BY WIFE 

Brother Bryant married Nettie A. 
Anderson Oct. 1, 1882, and she sur- 
vives him. To this union nine children 
were born. Surviving are eight chil- 
dren: Ella Thompson, Luther Bryant, 
Julius Bryant, Agnes Benton, Winnie 
Patterson, Nora Jones, Lowell Bryant, 
and Ernest Bryant; thirty grandchil- 
dren, twenty-nine great-grandchil- 
dren, and a sister, Sarah Hamby, Eto- 
wah, Tenn. 

Funeral services were held Wednes- 
day at 2 p.m. at the North Cleveland 
Church of God, with the Revs. R. C. 
Cook, James L. Slay and Jack Crye 
officiating. Interment was in Fort Hill 
Cemetery, Cleveland, Tenn. 


The following autobiography of 
Brother Bryant -was found by his 
family after his death: 

“IT am now seventy-two years and 
five months old. I wish to write a few 
statements. I was saved when but a 
boy fourteen years old. I joined the 
Baptist Church and lived there twenty 
years. I heard holiness preached; it 
was something new to me. I always 
wanted God’s best, so I sought it and 
obtained the blessing. Then it was 
that persecutions arose, and I began 
to preach an entire sanctification with 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

“I was about thirty years of age 
when I received the blessing. I saw the 
need of a Bible church. I and R. G. 
Spurling came together in my own lit- 
tle cottage home. There we set the 
Church in order. My dear wife and I 
are the only two charter members that

exist today. It traveled slowly for a 
few years; as A. J. Tomlinson and 
M. S. Lemons were added to the 
Church she began to flourish and grow 
until you see what she is today. 


RAIDED BY KKK 

“I spent all of my best days trying 
and helping to make the Church what 
it is. As I began to preach a clean life, 
free from sin, persecutions arose so 
much that I was arrested and brought 
before magistrates and rulers. I was 
arrested five times for this gospel. The 
KKK raided after me day and night, 
but, thank the Lord, He kept me out 
of their hands. 

“T have lain out over fifty nights to 
escape the enemy, in my gospel work. 
I have had to lie out, having no money 
to pay my fare. I have lain in the old 
woolen mill of Athens, Tenn. I can’t 
number the nights the watchman at 
the woolen mill gave me leave to lie on 
a goods box. The Lord always makes 
a way for His children, though we may 
think it hard. I have had to walk as 
high as sixty miles to get to my ap- 
pointments, and I thank God I count- 
ed it a joy and a pleasure to get to 
walk and to go tell this wonderful 
plan of salvation. If I fell into many 
temptations, I counted it all joy for 
my Master. When I was being shot 
at and was hit with four bullets, I 
still was able to look up and say: 
‘Thank God for the trials and temp- 
tations that Jesus helped me to un- 
dergo,’ but all I want is heaven in 
the end...” 

Reverend Bryant dated this man- 
uscript Sunday, July 28, 1935. 

One is made to wonder just what 
actuated Brother Bryant to pen this 
brief autobiography since he could 
have written a book of his many and 
varied experiences during his long, 
useful ministry. Perhaps he was mis- 
taken, like Joshua, in thinking his 
time had come (Joshua 23:2; 24:1), or 
is it a fact that it was revealed to 
him fourteen years ago that his time 
had come to depart this life; but, as 
God spared Hezekiah fifteen years out 
of respect to his good life and prayer, 
so also was Brother Bryant’s life pro- 
longed? Anyway, his family, communi- 
ty, and church were blessed by his 
life right on from July 28, 1935, until 
God took him Sept. 19, 1949. 


RECENTLY REV. BRYANT WAS 
INTERVIEWED BY GENEVA 
CARROLL FOR THE JULY ISSUE 
OF THE LIGHTED PATHWAY AS 
FOLLOWS: 


Brother Bryant, do you recall how 
old you were when you were saved, and 
who was responsible for your con- 
version? 

Yes, it was when I was fourteen 
years of age and through the pray 
of my mother that I was saved. I 
mediately afterward I joined’the Bap- 
tist Church, in which Church I be- 
came an exhorter and later a deacon. 


How long have you been a minister 
of the gospel? 
About sixty-eight years. 


What caused you to become interest- 
ed in seeking for the full blessing of 
God? 

After I was saved, I knew God had 
something more for me, which caused 
me to continue seeking God. Later, 
three men came to our community 
and conducted a revival, at which time 
they taught sanctification. During 
that meeting, I was sanctified and lat- 
er, when one of those preachers, Wil- 
liam Martin, came back teaching the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, I receiv 
that blessing, also. 

After that revival, the Baptist 
Church disfellowshipped my wife and 
me, along with thirty-three others. 
Then I began conducting a Sunday 
School and regular prayer meetings 
in different homes. The people ear- 
nestly sought God, and the interest 
increased. In one of our prayer meet- 
ings, the Holy Ghost began to fall upon 
the humble, sincere, sanctified believ- 
ers. While that meeting was in prog- 
ress, one after another fell prostrate 
under the power of God, and soon 
quite a number came through speaking 
in other tongues as the Spirit gave the 
utterance. The news spread like wild- 
fire, and people came for miles to 
hear and see the manifestations of 
the presence of God. 


Can you tell me something aro 
the beginning of the Church? 

Yes, it was on May 15, 1902, that a 
group of sincere followers of the Lord 
met at my home. Under the direction 
of R. G. Spurling, a church was organ- 
ized, with government set forth under 
the name of “The Holiness Church at 
Camp Creek.” While this was a con- 
tinuation of the same organization 
started sixteen years before by the 
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Elder Richard Spurling, in Monroe 
County, Tennessee, the church set in 
order in my home was the first in 
which government was established. I 
was ordained a minister in the Church 
and became one of the officers. It was 
at the Second Assembly, in 1907, when 
the Church was given the name, 
“Church of God.” 

In what offices have you served the 
Church? 

I have served as pastor and evange- 
. organizing churches in Louis- 

lle and Somerset, Kentucky; Morris- 
town, Copperhill, and Cedar Hill, 
Tennessee, and in other places. We had 
wonderful revivals, in which many 
were saved, healed, and blessed in 
different ways. For six years I was 
state overseer of Kentucky, and for 
five years was state overseer of Ten- 
nessee. In the year 1911, when it was 
decided that a home for the 
homeless children should be pre- 
pared, I rented the building 
and opened the orphanage with 
two matrons and fifteen children, ages 
from six months to fifteen years. We 
kept some of the children in our home 
until the home was ready for them. 
Of course, this was discontinued later, 
until the year of 1920, when the Gen- 
ral Assembly passed that a home 
@ be established for orphan 

ildren. 

Among your many friends, who do 
you consider were the greatest in- 
fluence in your early ministerial work? 

Brother R. G. Spurling and Brother 
M. S. Lemons was a great blessing to 
me for many years. But with my wife, 
I share the greater part of my success 
in ministerial work. She was a true 
mother to our eight children, staying 
at home and taking care of the family 
while I was away in the Lord’s work, 
and spending many hours praying for 
my success. 

After I came to Cleveland, Tennes- 
see, Brother F. J. Lee and Brother T. L. 
McLain helped me in revival work and 
also in praying for the sick. I have 
witnessed many wonderful healings as 
the result of prayer. 

What preparation do you think a 

oung man needs for the ministry? 

He should lead a consecrated prayer 
life, get started right and stick to the 
Bible teachings; and, too, he should 
get all the education possible for him 
to obtain. Since I am now eighty-six 
years of age, my days of ministerial 
work are past, but I advise all young 
ministers to be true to God and preach 
His Word in its fulness. 
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Excerpts from Statements 
at the Funeral 

Rev. Jack Crye, who had been a 
friend of the family all his life, re- 
counted the following incidents from 
Brother Bryant’s statements to him: 
“IT was riding on a mule when the 
Lord sanctified me, after I had been 
saved a number of years.” “In my 
sufferings for the Lord and the 
Church, the following are some of the 
things that happened to me: My 
enemies poured coal oil in my spring. 
A man rode up to me one day and 
said, ‘Bryant, I have killed your last 
cow’; and I said ‘Well praise the 
Lord.’ At another time, our persecu- 
tors, in trying to starve us out, poured 
out fifty gallons of syrup that I had 
made.” 

Otis McCoy: “I did my first few 
months of singing for Brother Bryant 
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@ Tell me not in mournful num- 
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by Life is but an empty dream!— 
For the soul is dead that slum- 
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: And things are not what they 
: seem. 
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at Kimberly and Dora, Ala. He was a 
great man and wielded a great in- 
fluence over me.” Brother McCoy sang 
“I Won’t Have to Cross Jordan Alone.” 

Rev. M. A. Tomlinson, General Over- 
seer of the Tomlinson Church of God: 
“I have known the Bryant family all 
my life and have grown up with the 
younger boys. My love for Brother 
Bryant has been intensified due to 
the close relation that existed be- 
tween him and my father in years 
gone by. My father appreciated Broth- 
er Bryant and Brother Spurling for 
receiving him into the Church. They 
had much to do with giving him a 
place in the Church of God.” 

Rev. James L. Slay: “I have known 
many great people, but I have never 
known one who was so great in 
exemplifying simple faith in God.” He 
compared Brother Bryant’s home-go- 
ing to a little deer that was frightened 


by his car as he drove over from 
North Carolina, and ran out of the 
road from the light of his car into 
the darkness. He said, “Though the 
little deer went out of our sight, it 
was still in existence; and so is 
Brother Bryant in existence in God’s 
great paradise, and that forever.” 
Brother Slay mentioned that a min- 
ister friend of Brother Bryant’s told 
him about the days when they worked 
together and how he would request 
Brother Bryant to do the preaching 
and get people to the altar and let 
him pray them through. “Although he 
was a charter member of the Church 
and suffered and labored for it in its 
turbulent days of infancy, yet he was 
blessed of God to see it girdle the 
globe, and his heart, to his dying 
moment, was still filled with simple 
faith in God.” 

In keeping with an expressed wish 
of Brother Bryant, the good old hymn, 
“Amazing Grace,” was sung by the 
entire congregation, conducted by 
Zeno C. Tharp, Assistant General 
Overseer. 

Rev. R. C. Cook: After a few com- 
ments, Brother Cook called on Rev. 
M. S. Lemons to express himself. He 
said, “What I have heard said about 
Brother Bryant is true. I have known 
him fifty years. We had our trials, our 
sorrows, our battles, as well as our joys 
and pleasures in the ministry togeth- 
er. I believe he has gone to glory; I 
expect to go there too.” 

Brother Cook made mention of how 
devoted all the members of the Bryant 
family were to each other and espe- 
cially the fact that Brother and Sister 
Bryant were genuine sweethearts to 
each other. “Theirs was an Oold-fash- 
ioned family and the kind the Church 
and the nation need today.” He point- 
ed out that Brother Bryant had not 
only, throughout his life, preached 
and practiced the doctrines and 
teachings of the Church, but, in his 
latter days of retirement, was still 
definite and postive about regenera- 
tion, heartfelt sanctification as sub- 
sequent to the new birth, the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost with the evidence 
of speaking in other tongues, and all 
the fundamental and cardinal doc- 
trines. The text Brother Cook used 
was, “And I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me, Write, Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that 
they may rest from their labors; and 
their works do follow them,” Rev.

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“leuguee Shall Cease

The Bible is very clear in the 
teaching that in the early Church 
many were filled with the Holy Ghost 
and spoke with tongues as proof of 
the experience; to this we all agree. 
However, there are many thousands 
in these last days who claim the 
same experience, while at the same 
_ time there are an equal number who 

dispute the fact by saying tongues 
have ceased, using 1 Cor. 13:8 for 
Bible proof. A close examination of 
this scripture will show the word is 
“shall” cease and not “have” ceased, 
thereby making the period of cessa- 
tion in the future and not in the 
past or present. Possessors of the ex- 
perience agree the time will come 
when there shall be one universal 
language, but until that time there 
will be divers kinds of tongues. 

When will tongues cease? In 1 Cor. 
13:10 we read, “When that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is 
in part shall be done away.” Does 
that apply to the perfect completion 
of the New Testament? No! We have 
the New Testament completed, but 
we still have prophecy, wisdom, and 
divers kinds of tongues. When Christ 
comes and gives us our perfect, glori- 
fied bodies, we shall know as we are 
known; then all the languages that 
originated at the tower of Babel 
(Gen. 11) will cease and the one and 
original language that was lost at 
that time shall be restored. It was 
restored in part at Pentecost (Acts 
2:1-4) and many since that time 
have been baptized in the Spirit and 
filled and thrilled by the heavenly 
language speaking directly to God 
by the power of the Spirit, 1 Cor. 
14:2. The prophet (Zeph. 3:9-15) saw 
the time when the Lord would be 
King and return to the people a pure 
language. 

When Jesus comes to earth to 
reign as King of kings, He will bring 
again a pure language. I know of no 
purer language than the one of the 
Holy Spirit. Yes, the Holy Ghost has 
a language. Jesus said He shall speak 
(John 16:13) and He fulfilled this 
prophecy in Acts 2:4. He can speak 
every language (Acts 2:8), but, thank 
God, He can speak one language that 
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no man can speak unless he speaks 
by the Spirit (1 Cor. 12:3). 

Tongues are for a sign to the un- 
believer (1 Cor. 14:22) and as long 
as we live in a world of unbelief, 
God will have some Spirit-filled peo- 
ple for a sign. If you want to go to 
heaven, God has some signs along 
the way for you to be guided by. If 
you don’t want to get lost, just fol- 
low the sign. 

We are told that in the last days 
some will forsake the right way and 
go astray, following after the way of 
Cain who had no definite proof that 
he was accepted of God. In Hebrews 
11:4 we find that Abel had ample 
proof of God’s blessing, because he 
obtained the witness by God testify- 
ing. How? “Being dead yet speaketh.” 

God did not leave His people with- 
out a witness, and the witness is not a 
guess so or think so, but a know so. 
Noah’s bird returned with a “plucked 
leaf,” not one floating on water, but 
a fresh one plucked from a tree, 
which was an indication that the 
water was abating. Has God’s holy 
bird, the dove of love, brought proof to 
you of your baptism? In Matt. 3:16, 
Jesus received the Holy Ghost as a 
dove and a voice came from heaven 
witnessing Him to be a Son in whom 
the Father was well pleased. He was 
a Son born of the Spirit thirty years 
before he received the witnessing 
Spirit. Are you a son of God, born of 
the Spirit? Have you so consecrated 
your life to God that the voice of the 
Spirit has witnessed? Well, do like 
Jesus did and you will hear from the 
same Father. He was in the humble 
act of prayer when He received the 
Holy Ghost. Luke 3:21. He gives the 
Spirit to those who ask and obey 
(Luke 11:13; Acts 5:32). 

Do not claim this experience until 
you hear the voice, for Jesus said 
when He comes He will witness (John 
15:26). He made it even clearer in 
John 16:13, for He said He shall 
speak when He comes, and He did 
speak when He came (Acts 2:4). 
“They were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with oth- 
er tongues, as the spirit gave them 
utterance.” And in Acts 10:46, they 


received the Holy Ghost, “for we 
heard them speak with tongues.” In 
Acts 19:1-9, Paul found believi 
water-baptized disciples, yet they h

not received the Holy Ghost; in th | 


first service he conducted, twelve men 
received the Spirit baptism and spoke 
with tongues. Amen! 

Some have asked if the people did 

not understand the disciples in Acts 
2. The answer is yes and no. First, 
let me say there are divers kind of 
tongues. There is the gift of tongues 
and there is a sign of tongues, or the 
unknown tongue. The gift of tongues 
is used to edify the church and may 
be interpreted by one exercising the 
gift of interpretation, but the sign of 
the Holy Ghost baptism is not to be 
interpreted, “for no man understand- 
eth him,” 1 Cor. 14:2. When the gift 
of tongues is exercised, it is for the 
edification and uplifting of the 
church, while the unknown tongue 
is direct communication with G 
(1 Cor. 14:2). In 1 Cor. 12:30 th 
question is asked, “Do all speak with 
tongues?” which refers to the gift 
of tongues, Not only those who have 
the gift of tongues, but all who are 
filled with the Holy Ghost speak in 
the unknown tongue. In Acts 2:4 they 
were all filled and began to speak in 
tongues as a sign of the Spirit bap- 
tism. This sign was noised abroad 
and the multitude came together and 
were confounded saying, “What 
meaneth this?” Some even mocked 
and all mockers are not dead yet. 
But as they began to inquire, God 
gave the apostles the gift of tongues 
by the same Spirit and the multitude 
understood as the Spirit spoke 
through human instrumentality to 
pronounce the wonderful works of 
God. 
One may receive the Holy chosh 
and speak in tongues as a sign or 
proof and never receive the gift of 
tongues or any of the nine gifts. 
However, all Christians or Spirit- 
filled believers should earnestly covet 
and seek for the gifts of the Spirit 
as earnestly as they sought for the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

Listen to Isaiah 28:11, 12, “With 
stammering lips and another tongue 
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will he speak to this people. To 
whom he said, This is the rest where- 
with (tongues) ye may cause the 
weary to rest; and this is the refresh- 
ing: yet they would not hear.” In 
discussing this scripture in 1 Cor. 
14:21, 22, the apostle Paul said 
tongues are for a sign to the unbe- 
liever. Yet for all the speaking in 
tongues will they not hear me, saith 
the Lord. Jesus said, “He that is of 
od heareth God’s words: ye there- 
e hear them not, because ye are 
t of God,” John 8:47. “Ye believe 
not, because ye are not of my sheep, 
as I said unto you. My sheep hear my 
voice,” John 10:26, 27b. Matt. 11:28, 
“Come unto me [Jesus], ... I will 
give you rest.” The baptism of the 
Holy Ghost is that rest. Jer. 6:16, 
“Walk therein [the good way], and 
ye shall find rest .. .” Tongues is the 
rest. God said it (Isa. 28:11). 

If any man thirst, Jesus gave the 
invitation to come to Him and drink. 
The lip is the first part of the body 
to be affected by water. Isaiah 28:12, 
“Stammering lips.” The tongue is the 
next to be affected by a drink of wa- 
ter. Isaiah 28:12, “And other 
tongues,” and then the whole body is 
refreshed. Notice He said “other 
tongues,” and Acts 2:4 fulfilled this 

ophecy, “ ... began to speak with 

her tongues.” Some like the water, 
but not the tongues. Remember the 
rich man in hell prayed for one drop 
of water and wanted it on his tongue. 
Gideon had thirty-two thousand 
members, but only three hundred 
went all the way. The final test was 
in lapping water with the tongue 
like a dog, Judges 7:5. 

I once heard of a great desert where 
travelers frossed. About midway a 
large oasis had been prepared to re- 
fresh the weary traveler, as well as 
the animals, and to refill the vessels 
that provided water for the remain- 
der of the journey. One day a wicked 
man put a sign by the water which 
read, “Poison water. Do not drink.” 

Later a large group of travelers 
came by to stop for the refreshing, 
ool water that had been’ provided 

the scorching heat of the desert, 
but when they read the sign of 
“Poison water,” they were puzzled as 
to what course to pursue. If they 
turned back, they would perish; if 
they drank of the water, they would 
perish, and they could not make the 
rest of the journey across the desert 
without watering the animals and 
refreshing themselves, After much 
discussion, they decided to try to 
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make it on across and they perished 
in the hot sands of the plains all be- 
cause a false sign had been placed 
near the refreshment, which warded 
them off. 

Some today are trying to erect 
imaginary signs for the Christian 
traveler and unbeliever to read, 
which say, “Poison doctrine. Do not 
drink. Beware! Do not listen. The 
baptism of the Holy Ghost is of the 
devil,” and many are listening and 
falling by the wayside. 

Peter and Jude warn that there 
shall be false teachers in the last 
days with many following them 
speaking evil of things they under- 
stand not, and one thing in particu- 
lar they speak evil of that they do 
not understand is speaking in 
tongues. 1 Cor. 14:2. Jesus said, “He 
that believeth shall speak in tongues.” 
Mark 16. Paul said, God set tongues 
in THE church—not in A church, but 
THE church. He also said, “I thank 
my God, I speak with tongues more 
(not more tongues, but tongues more) 
than ye all.” 1 Cor, 14:18. Friend, 
whatever you have to say about it, 
remember that it is a sign to the un- 
believer and we are commanded not 
to forbid speaking in tongues. 1 
Cor. 14:39. 

Christ has an unchangeable priest- 
hood and Jude said contend for the 
faith once delivered to the saints. 
There is one faith, one baptism, one 
plan of redemption for the Jew or 
Gentile, for the early Church, and 
for the Church today. Do all speak 


with tongues? No, -only those who re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost. 

1 Cor. 14:19 is no weapon against 
tongues when we consider what the 
apostle had in mind. Notice the 
phrase, “that by my voice I might 
teach others.” No man can under- 
stand the Spirit’s voice. Therefore 
Paul says in the church, as a teach- 
er, five words are better; that is, it 
is better for the church than ten 
thousand words in an unknown 
tongue. When one is speaking to the 
church, he should speak in a 
language easy to be understood that 
the hearers may be edified. 

In verse 28 Paul is instructing the 
church how to use the gift of tongues. 
In speaking to the church by the 
gift of tongues, it is to be one at a 
time and never more than three, but 
in a regular service, such as Acts 
2:1-4, one hundred and twenty were 
speaking in—not the gift, but the 
sign—tongues. When this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came togeth- 
er, and by the same Spirit God gave 
the apostles the gift of tongues. 

In the revival of Acts 10, all that 
heard the word received the Holy 
Ghost and all spake with tongues 
at the same time. In Acts 19 twelve 
men received the Holy Ghost and all 
began to speak with tongues and 
prophesy. There is not one scripture 
in all the Bible against speaking in 
tongues. Every writer of the New 
Testament spoke with tongues; Jesus 
spoke with tongues and said “he that 
believeth shall speak with tongues.” 

It is the unbeliever and unlearned 
that accuse us of being mad (1 Cor. 
14:23). It is the false prophet who 
speaks evil of things he understands 
not (2 Peter 2:1-12; 1 Cor 14:2). It 
is the hardhearted unbeliever that 
speaks evil of this way (Acts 19:1-9). 
But he that is of God heareth God’s 
words, and man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word of God. 

We are living in the last days when 
the true light is shining and the lat- 
ter rain is falling and “the promise 
is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off.” “Who- 
soever will, let him take the water of 
life freely.” This spoke He of the 
Holy Ghost. Many have received this 
glorious experience, being witnessed 
by the speaking of tongues. When the 
perfect state comes, all the languages 
of the nations cease; God returns 
to the people the one and pure 
language; then tongues (plural) shall 
cease and we shall know as we are 
known.

Dear Brother Walker: 


Greetings in Jesus our Lord and soon 
coming King! How this hope cheers 
our hearts today! 

As I sit here in my room this early 
Monday morning looking out of my 
window toward the south, some dis- 
tance from here I can see many native 
huts. The small round mud huts, 
with grass roofs, have the appear- 
ance of a large wheat field that 
has many haystacks close together; 
but if you should wAalk down 
the road toward these huts, you would 
see they are a live native village, with 
children running here and there, some 
playing, some laughing, and others 
crying. Or, you may even see some with 
pieces of mandiock (roasted) in their 
fists, eating their morning lunch, 
breakfast. Young girls here and there 
have already taken up their tasks for 
the day—that of helping their mothers 
by caring for the babies. The babies 
are not in their arms, nor playing in 
play-pens, but are fixed securely on 
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their backs by large cloths; but the 
babies seem quite content, as they 
have never known any other life. The 
women are all busy, although it is 
quite early in the morning. Many of 
them may be seen starting off with 
large vessels on their heads, going 
after water. They have no water in 
the village, so they have to carry it 
from a distance. Other women who 
have already brought their water are 
busy preparing cornmeal by pounding 
it with a heavy stick in wooden mor- 
tars, the corn having first been soaked 
in water. As one enters a village of 
this kind, one sees that the men are 
not really busy at anything. The great- 
er part of them, also the women, will 
soon be on their way to the city, the 
women carrying their babies on their 
backs, held securely in place by strong 
cloths. 

These villagers, who are near the 
coast, live a life that is quite different 
from those farther back in the interior. 
They are required to work here in the 
city to earn their living, as it is not 
possible for them to have gardens and 
such like, because of the lack of water 
and rain in this part of the country. 

In this view, from my window, I see 
a few palm trees towering above the 
native huts, which gives a little touch 
of green to the picture. (The grass 
roofs are dead and brown, and some 
almost black from age.) Beyond the 
village, in the background, can be seen 
the’ rolling hills covered with dead 
grass and some parts with no grass at 
all, as this is yet the dry season. 

The house where we are now living 
is out at the edge of the city, and I 
love this scenic view from my window, 
for as I look out at it every morning, it 


is as though the natives were calling, 
“Help us.” How can we help them? It 
is true, if you were to look into the 
houses where they live, which to them 
is home, you would not find any 
comforts of life, and the food is very 
simple. Many haven’t a change of 
clothing. But, I am persuaded that 
real, true joy and happiness is not ob- 
tained by these things, for some of 
the most unhappy people in the world 
have plenty of the world’s goods, bu 

still lack something. *” 

Let us look still farther through thi 
village, and others just like it, and 
see what is missing. We do not find 
a church building. You may ask, 
“Where do the children go to Sunday 
School?” Well, the answer is, they just 
don’t go, and very few of the people 
know how to read. Some may say, “But 
why do you not start a Sunday School 
for them?” There are many reasons 
why, but the one main reason is be- 
cause one cannot form classes and 
hold the attention of the people for 
teaching, as they would have to be out 
in the open, as all of our services have 
had to be thus far. Not all the people 
in the village are interested, therefore 
some would be ready to disturb and 
detract the attention of those who 
might want to learn. So until we ca 
have a building, or buildings, in on 
of these villages, we will not be able t 
accomplish very much. However, we do 
have services in the open air and God 
is working. 

For a building which would be used 
for public services, as a church, it 
would be necessary to put a tile roof 
on, as the grass roof is always in dan- 
ger of fire. Where it is only a native 
hut, the Government does not demand 
them to put the tile roof on; but for a 
public building, as a church, the roof 
would have to be tile. The mud, sun- 
dried bricks may be used for walls, but 
have to be covered inside and out with 
cement to reinforce the strength of 
the walls against the rain and to make 
them strong enough for the tile roof, 
which is heavier and very different 
from the grass, therefore must have a 
firmer foundation. The people are no 
financially able to do this. Also, as ye 
there are no Christians, but there is 
a number who are interested and have 
come regularly to the services which 
have been held in their village, and 
are asking for a school that they may 
learn to read. 

It may be confusing to some about 
the work in the villages and that of

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Subjective and Objective Sanctification

ave failed to note 
this twofold aspect 
of sanctification as 
it is set forth in 
the Scripture, 
they have come in- 
to much confusion and error. 
have thought they had discovered a 
contradiction of scriptures in the use 
of the word “sanctify,” and because 
they fail to note this twofold aspect of 
SANCTIFICATION, some will insist 
that SANCTIFICATION is wholly a 
human act; while others insist that 
SANCTIFICATION is wholly a divine 
act. 

Before we can have an intelligent 
grasp and understanding of this act 
wrought in the lives of men and wom- 
» we must first find the correct

finition of the word SANCTIFICA- 

ON. (1) To make sacred or holy; to 
set apart to a holy or religious use; to 
consecrate by appropriate rites; to 
hallow. (2) The gracious work of the 
blood of Christ whereby the believer 
is freed from sin and exalted to holi- 
ness of heart and life. (3) The act of 
God’s grace by which the affections of 
men are purified and alienated from 
sin and the world but exalted to a 
supreme love for God. These defini- 
tions, of necessity, include and give 
this twofold aspect, and this twofold 
definition at once brings to our atten- 
tion human and divine SANCTIFICA- 
TION. To set apart to a holy or re- 
ligious use, to consecrate by appropri- 
ate rites, to hallow, represents the 
human and divine aspect of SANC- 
TIFICATION. To make free from sin- 
Ques toward evil, to purify the 

eart, represents the divine aspect of 
SANCTIFICATION. 

In our present-day terminology, 
human SANCTIFICATION is quite 
fully comprehended in the term “con- 
secration,” and this consecration is 
generally set forth as one of the es- 
sential requisites to divine SANCTIFI- 
CATION. However, we need to remem- 
ber that there is a consecration that 
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we may term as OBJECTIVE CON- 
SECRATION, which is simply a sepa- 
ration and dedication of one’s self to 
some particular form of service, as the 
ministry, or as a missionary, and 
other lines of Christian service, with 
the thought that they are doing this 
for the Lord; but the consecration 
that brings a person into the experi- 
ence of entire SANCTIFICATION and 
heart purity is what we term SUB- 
JECTIVE CONSECRATION; and al- 
though it is all inclusive, it is made 
primarily and expressly for the pur- 
pose of having the heart cleansed, 
“made free from the sin principle,” to 
be brought into holiness of heart and 
life. In other words, an OBJECTIVE 
CONSECRATION is made simply to 
do some particular thing for the Lord; 
whereas, a SUBJECTIVE CONSECRA- 
TION is the Lord doing something for 
us, making the believer holy. In read- 
ing the seventeenth chapter of St. 
John, His high priestly prayer, it will 
be seen that Jesus at once recognized 
this twofold definition of SANCTIFI- 
CATION. In praying for His disciples, 
not for the world, He prays, “Father 
... sanctify them” (verse 17). Thus, He 
recognized that SANCTIFICATION is 
a “divine act,” something that God the 
Father must accomplish for them and 
in them. This obviates the growth 
theory of sanctification, seeing no 
person can grow into an act. Not only 
did Jesus: thus pray, but the apostle 
Paul, in like manner, prayed for the 
Thessalonians, “The very God of 
peace sanctify you wholly,” with the 
assurance that “faithful is he that 
calleth you who also will do it,” 1 
Thess. 5:23,24; and Jude addresses 
his epistle, “To them that are sancti- 
fied by God the Father,” Jude 1:1. So 
it is evident that Jude not only be- 
lieved SANCTIFICATION to be a di- 
vine act, something which God the 
Father had done for them through the 
blood of Jesus, but that this “act of 
divine grace” was accomplished with- 
in them before death. Not only did 
Jude recognize SANCTIFICATION as 
a “divine act,” “the gracious work of 
the blood of Christ whereby the be- 
liever is freed from sin and exalted 
to holiness of heart and life,” but 
Christ also recognized it when He said, 


“And for their sakes I sanctify my- 
self,” verse 19, meaning He was going 
to the cross to shed His blood to pro- 
vide the experience for every believer 
—born-again person. “Wherefore Je- 
sus also, that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate. Let us go forth 
therefore unto him without the camp, 
bearing his reproach,” Heb. 13:12, 13. 

First, let the reader note that Je- 
sus did not pray the Father to sanc- 
tify Him. He did not need the divine 
act of cleansing and purification. He 
Was pure, and could not be made 
purer; He was holy and could not be 
made holier. However, He was yet in 
a human body, and as a human being, 
yet in the flesh. He said, “I sanctify 
myself.” Now what did Jesus do when 
He sanctified Himself? He presented 
Himself; He offered Himself (as would 
any human being in the act of conse- 
cration) to the death of the cross. He 
had a will of His own, and said, “Nev- 
ertheless, not my will but thine be 
done,” St. Luke 22:42. This was and is 
the human aspect of SANCTIFICA- 
TION. 

Jesus assigns as His reason for thus 
sanctifying Himself, “That they (His 
disciples) also might be sanctified 
through the truth.” In other words, 
Jesus offered Himself (the truth, John 
14:6) to the death of the cross, with 
the thought uppermost in His heart 
to make possible the sanctification of 
His disciples. Hence, He said it was 
“for their sakes” that He sanctified 
Himself. So we read, “Where- 
fore Jesus also, that he might sanctify 
the people with his own blood, suf- 
fered without the gate,” Heb. 13:12. 
“ .. even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; that 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word,” 
Eph. 5:25, 26. Thus, we see that “Christ 
sanctified himself objectively” in or- 
der that the disciples might be sancti- 
fied subjectively. And the importance 
of this SUBJECTIVE SANCTIFICA- 
TION OF THE DISCIPLES, this divine 
act of cleansing them from all sin- 
tendency and making them holy, may 
be seen in the fact that Jesus gave 
this as the condition and basis of

We cannot have the two together, for 
if the natives came into the services 
held here at the house for the white 
people, then the white people would 
not come, and we are wing to reach 
all. 

Perhaps you would like to go with 
us for a week in our daily routine of 

e out here, however a week is not 

@.. You should be here a month 
or a year to really know all the diffi- 
culties and how to meet them; all the 
joys and sorrows; all the surprises and 
disappointments; and through it ALL 
to know how good it is to know the 
Lord has gone before us in everything, 
and will work things out to His glory, 
if we keep self out of the way and 
our hearts open to Him. 

This is Monday morning, so we just 
as well start here. As usual, it is wash 
day. Breakfast is over, and we shall 
soon be ready for family morning 
worship, in which we generally sing a 
hymn or two, then have the reading of 
the Word and prayer, in which every- 
one may feel free to take a part. How- 
ever, the singing and reading must be 
in the Portuguese language. Since the 

rtins arrived from Portugal, we are 

oe. in number, as they have two chil- 

ren, one nearly a year old and the 
other nearly three years old. 

Here our water has to be pumped 
into a large tank by hand power, and 
that is a job which has to be done be- 
fore the washing begins. Then there 
is work in general, as one finds in 
every household, such as washing dish- 
es, sweeping the floors, making the 
beds, preparing the meals, etc. We are 
able to buy milk here, which is a bless- 
ing, but it is not delivered to our door, 
therefore someone must take time to 
go after it every morning. We do not 
go to a village today, and when the 
week is over you will understand why.

unity and oneness among the disciples 

in order “that the world may believe,” 

and “that the world may know” the 

certainty of His Messiahship and Sav- 

iorhood, verses 21 and 23. 

In sanctifying Himself in order to 
make possible the SANCTIFICATION 
of His disciples, we may learn that 
there is such a thing as sanctifying 
ourselves for the _ sanctification of 
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others. While we cannot provide the 
meritorious and efficient means or 
element for their spiritual SANCTI- 
FICATION as Jesus did, we may offer 
ourselves and set ourselves apart for 
the distinct and express purpose of 
instructing believers in receiving the 
experience of SANCTIFICATION pro- 
vided for them by Jesus. In fact, it is 
only those who have thus SANCTI- 
FIED THEMSELVES OBJECTIVELY, 
who become successful in leading 
others into this great experience. They 
who generalize on the subject of sanc- 
tification invariably so completely 
neutralize it as to rob it of its mean- 
ing and true power. While they may 
subscribe to certain phases of the doc- 
trine and frequently refer to the sub- 
ject in a general way, they are not 
successful in leading others into the 
experience as a work of grace wrought 
in the heart subsequent to the new 
birth. We plead for all men and wom- 
en to follow the example of Jesus, and 
sanctify themselves for the express 
purpose of bringing others into the 
gracious and glorious experience of 
heartfelt, entire sanctification. By so 
doing, we may know the blessedness 
of both the HUMAN AND THE DI- 
VINE ASPECT OF SANCTIFICATION. 
Thank God, we have found that 
SANCTIFICATION is not merely a 
doctrine, or theory, or opinion, but a 
glorious, conscious, present-tense, per- 
sonal experience possible for every be- 
liever, even as pardon and justifica- 
tion is the privilege of every truly 
penitent sinner.
